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Sp ecial needs services under threat 

as switch to academies continues 


COUNTY Hall could be 
forced to stop providing cru¬ 
cial support to traditional 
council-run schools sooner 
than originally thought, 
unions have warned. 

Although the rate at which schools 
are opting for academy status remains 
at a steady pace, almost a third of sec¬ 
ondaries have become or are in the 
process of breaking away from local 
authority control to become academies. 

This includes those that were 
changed under the Labour Govern¬ 
ment, a system that saw ‘failing’ 
schools - those unable to meet the 30 
per cent A*-C GCSE target - turned 
into academies. 

Secretary of the Kent branch of the 
National Union of Teachers, John 
Walder, said the point where KCC 
would have to stop providing school 
support services - such as for children

with special needs - could be much 
sooner than people expected. 

“I have made an inquiry into when 
the tip point could be - this is 
the point when the local authority 
can no longer continue to offer local 
education services because schools do 
not depend on the council anymore,” 
he said. 

“I think this will be sooner than ini¬ 
tially thought - it could be in the next 
year or 18 months.” 

When the academies bill was intro¬ 
duced, Kent County Council leader 
Paul Carter openly stated he would 
support the programme under the 
Coalition and encouraged all second¬ 
aries to apply so to create a “level play¬ 
ing field”. 

But he stressed the more schools 
that broke away from local authority 
control, the less money there would be 


in KCC’s budget for those that chose 
not to make the move. 

Those converting to academies are 
given more independence and respon¬ 
sibility - despite remaining publicly 
funded - including the ability to set 
their own pay for staff, greater control 
of their budget and freedom from the 
National Curriculum. 

They can also choose to buy services, 
such as special needs support, away 
from KCC. 

A spokeswoman from the 
Association of Teachers and Lecturers 
said some authorities had already 
stopped providing school support. 

“The more schools that become 
academies the less money councils get 
because the funds go straight to the 
school, which can buy its services else¬ 
where,” she said. 

“It becomes uneconomic for the local 
authority to continue providing school 
services when there are just a few

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Calls for self-service 
libraries to be shelved 

£1,5m project will see 83 fall-time jobs axed 



NOVEL APPROACH: KCC’s plans will be more cost-efficient, saving the authority £1m a year

A UNION has slammed plans 
for self-service tills in libraries, 
claiming it will destroy what is 
already a diminishing service. 

The controversial changes will see visitors 
to about 30 of the county’s libraries checking 
books in and out themselves and paying their 
own fines on self-issue terminals. 

Kent County Council (KCC) said the 
£1.5 million project, for which costs will be 
covered within 18 months, will be more effi¬ 
cient and cost-effective than the current sys¬ 
tem, saving £lm a year. 

But Zoe Van Dyke, regional organiser for 
Unison, said the move will have a detrimental 
impact on what is already a flagging service. 

‘We’ve seen significant reductions over the 
last five years with seniority of staff being 
removed and less experienced staff brought 
in,” she said. 

“It looks as though KCC are continuing to 
remove the levels of support for visitors who 
may need help and advice about what book 
they want and how to find it. 

“Not everybody is computer literate and I 
think there will be big implications, especial¬ 
ly in outlying areas of the county.” 

Ms Van Dyke said elderly people are being 
forced to embrace new ideas of technology and 
could struggle with the new system, eventual¬ 
ly putting them off from using libraries. 

She also said people who are unable to 


afford to buy books and instead use the free 
library service may suffer, causing education 
standards to diminish. 

“This is taking away something central to the 
community and ordinary people,” she added. 

As part of the savings, 83 full-time posts 
will be removed from the current structure. 

A KCC spokeswoman said many of these 
are already vacant and others will be covered 
by retirement or voluntary redundancies. 

The authority, which is looking to put the 
self-service tills in between April 2011 and 
March 2012, said the new systems would be 
easy to use. 

All books and DVDs will have electronic 


tags allowing people to issue and return 
items, pay fines and manage their accounts 
themselves. 

The council argued it would mean staff 
spending less time carrying out routine tasks, 
and more time helping customers face-to-face. 

KCC cabinet member for community serv¬ 
ices Cllr Mike Hill said: “Self-issue technolo¬ 
gy will help us to be more efficient and cost 
effective while maintaining an excellent level 
of service to our customers.” 

Ms Van Dyke added: “I think they are 
removing a vital service from people who 
need it. People who use libraries don’t just 
need a book off the shelf.”

using them. I couldn’t say when each council 
would stop, but when it becomes uneconomic 
that’s when it will happen - for some that 
could be quite soon.” 

But KCC cabinet member for children, fam¬ 
ilies and education, Cllr Sarah Hohler said 
the council is continuing to work with all 
schools, regardless of their status. 

“Although approximately one-third of sec¬ 
ondary schools have converted to academy 
status, very few primary schools are applying 
at this stage,” she said. 

“We are developing services that will sup¬ 


port the academies in both their day-to-day 
operations and also at a strategic level. They 
will be able to buy back these services as from 
the beginning of next term. 

“I am confident our highly-qualified teams 
with local knowledge will be valued by acad¬ 
emies and welcome the opportunity to mar¬ 
ket test our services.” 

Cllr Hohler said a recent White Paper - The 
Importance of Teaching - outlined a changing 
role for local authorities as champions of 
children and parents, ensuring the school 
system works for every family and challenges 
every school to do the best for local people. 


“Local authorities will also have a role in 
bringing together all services for children in 
an area so that every child is ready and able 
to benefit from high-quality teaching in excel¬ 
lent schools and also to market school 
improvement services,” she said. 

“KCC is well placed to deliver this vision.” 

Gravesend-based independent education 
advisor Peter Read said an educational model 
looking at what was best for the children 
should be used rather than a business model. 

He added: “Children with special needs, for 
example, could suffer because there may not be 
proper provision made for them in the system.” 
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Fears switch to Pembury will lead to downgrading of Maidstone Hospital 
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CAMPAIGNERS have lost their 
battle to save maternity services 
at Maidstone Hospital after the 
Health Secretary approved con¬ 
troversial plans to move them to 
Pembury 

Andrew Lansley wrote to NHS West Kent 
and Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust to reveal his decision. 

Campaigners in Maidstone fear it will lead 
to a downgrading of their hospital and 
accused the Government of trying to bury 
the news in the Christmas festivities. 

Dr Paul Hobday, British Medical 
Association (BMA) spokesman for Kent and 
a leading opponent of the plans, said: “The 
Health Secretary has cynically tried to bury 
his illogical decision to close Maidstone’s 
Maternity unit in the Christmas festivities 
as he faces embarrassment otherwise by 
totally ignoring overwhelming GP and 
patient opinion. 

Exposed 

“He now needs to answer how this is 
consistent with his White Paper putting 
GPs in charge of commissioning and 
promising patients ‘no decision about me 
without me’. 

“The main ideas in his reforms have fallen 
at the first hurdle and are exposed for what 
they really are - continued break-up and 
continued privatisation of our NHS.” 

Consultant-led maternity services and 
inpatient paediatric services will now be 
moved to the state-of-the-art, private finance 
initiative (PFI) hospital at Pembury. 

But protesters including Maidstone GPs, 
residents and politicians, have pledged to 
continue opposing the move. 

Maidstone MP Helen Grant (Con) said: 
“He [Lansley) has completely ignored his

own fundamental criterion for local GP sup¬ 
port in hospital reconfiguration decisions. 

“The evidence of local GP opposition is 
overwhelming in this case. 

“The decision also runs contrary to the 
White Paper placing GPs at the centre of 
our NHS, throwing the entire initiative 
into doubt. 

“I am considering the position with Kent 
County Council and the Maidstone Action for 
Services in Hospital [MASH] campaign. 

“I have also asked Mr Lansley to delay any 
implementation until such time as the GPs 
are in a position to review the situation 
themselves as NHS commissioners.” 

Mr Lansley gave his final approval after a 
report from NHS South East Coast, the 
strategic health authority that covers Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex, which explored views of 
residents and GPs. 

The west Kent NHS trusts said they 
understood that a number of local people 
and doctors were still concerned about 
the changes, and would continue to 
engage with those affected up to and 
beyond the opening of the £225 million 
hospital in September. 

Marion Dinwoodie, the primary care 
trust’s chief executive, said: ‘We recognise 


there are still concerns about the changes, and 
we are committed to continuing to address 
these and give local people the confidence they 
need in their women and children’s services.” 

Glenn Douglas, chief executive of the 
hospital trust, said the changes would give 
pregnant women in Maidstone new choices 
about where to give birth. 

He added: “These important changes make 
the very best use of the skills and expertise 
that exist within our clinical teams for 
patients and maintain the highest and safest 
standards of care for women and children 
throughout the south of west Kent. 

“The Secretary of State has agreed the 
plans should go ahead, and his decision is 
based on assurances from local and national 
experts. We can now move forward with 
clarity and confidence.” 


Health trusts’ review bad 
news for birthing centres 


A RADICAL overhaul of maternity services 
in east Kent is being planned involving clo¬ 
sures of birthing centres at three hospitals. 

It forms part of a five-month review by 
East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust (EKHUFT) and NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent, looking into the 
provision of care. 

There are currently two midwife-led birth 
centres for low-risk births in Dover and 
Canterbury, one midwife-led unit at 
Ashford’s William Harvey Hospital, and 
another due to be opened at the QEQM hos¬ 
pital in Margate. 

There are also consultant-led obstetric 
units at Ashford and Margate. 

But staff shortages have forced health 
chiefs to close the Dover Birthing Centre 
at Buckland Hospital until January, 
although it will remain open for other 
services. 

The Canterbury birthing centre will 
suspend services in January and the 
recently completed midwife-led unit at 
Margate will stay closed while the review 
is under way. 

EKHUFT medical director, Neil Martin, 


said it was not an easy decision to make. 

‘We have taken into account these staff 
shortages and our priority is that the high¬ 
est possible standards of safety continue to 
be applied to mothers giving birth and we 
are not prepared to take any risks,” he said. 

“East Kent is extremely proud of the wide 
choice of birthing options we offer to moth¬ 
ers and we intend to continue offering as 
much choice as possible, as long as we can 
provide the high level of support necessary 
to ensure these choices are safe for mothers 
and their babies.” 

Patients and the public will be invited to 
give their views during the review. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent’s director 
lead for maternity services Hazel Carpenter 
said the trust had a duty to ensure the 
needs of pregnant women were met. 

“A rising birth rate requires increasing 
levels of care,” she said. 

“Staffing units round the clock with the 
right level of midwifery skills can be difficult 
- so the reason for this review is to ensure 
we can rise to the challenge and continue to 
provide safe care and the level of choice 
mothers-to-be expect within our budget.” 


Turkish boat blaze 
claims sailor’s life 

A SEAMAN died after being rescued from a 
burning ship on the Channel. 

The man was one of three crew members 
flown to the Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother Hospital, in Margate, by an RAF 
helicopter on Christmas Eve after an engine 
room caught fire on a Turkish cargo vessel. 

It is thought the two surviving sailors - who 
remain in a critical condition - suffered smoke 
inhalation and bums. 

Move to allow dogs 
back into harbour 

STRINGENT controls banning dogs from a 
harbour due to the threat of rabies near UK 
borders are being removed. 

Councillors at Thanet District Council 
agreed that an unpopular by-law, introduced 
in 1994 to stop people bringing dogs to 
Ramsgate harbour, should be repealed. 

It was brought in when the threat of rabies, 
a potentially fatal virus commonly transmit¬ 
ted by dogs, was more common. 

The by-law removal process is expected to 
take between three and six months. 

MP joins pack in bid 
to retain hunting ban 

ONE of Kent’s newest MPs is among a group 
of rebel Tories who could oppose a repeal of the 
hunting ban. 

Chatham and Aylesford MP Tracey Crouch 
backed a statement saying “this government 
has far more important things to do than 
spending time on bringing back cruelty to 
animals for sport”. 

She is one of 22 Tories and 42 Lib Dems 
against a repeal of the ban on hunting with 
dogs, according to a survey by the League 
against Cmel Sports. 

Earlier this year Prime Minister David 
Cameron promised he would give a free vote 
on the law.

Boxing Day tragedy 

A PEDESTRIAN was killed after a car lost 
control and mounted a pavement. 

The silver Mini Cooper was travelling along 
the A28 Canterbury Road at Birchington on 
Boxing Day when it collided with a man who 
was on a footpath. 

He was taken to Margate’s Queen Elizabeth 
the Queen Mother hospital where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

The female driver was treated for minor 
injuries. 


Coalition rethink won’t help after 
Olym pics, savs partnership chief

A LEADING campaigner in 
the schools sports dispute has 
accused Government of mislead¬ 
ing the public over its U-turn of 
the scheme. 

Peter La Rossignol, competition manager 
for school sports partnerships (SSP) in Kent, 
said the move by Whitehall was a “small ges¬ 
ture” which would not go far enough in pro¬ 
moting competitive sport within schools. 

“The public think there has been a big 
U-turn, but it’s not really going to go any¬ 
where,” he said. “After the Olympics there 
will be nothing in schools.” 

Education Secretary Michael Gove sparked 
uproar in October with his announcement 
that the entire £162 million funding for school 
sports partnerships would be abolished. 

Casualties 

The globally-acclaimed programme encour¬ 
ages competitive opportunities within schools 
and has seen the number of Kent students 
taking part in sport twice a week soar. 

But it became one of Government’s many 
casualties in the spending cuts. 

This week, however, after strong opposi¬ 
tion from schools, sports clubs and sporting 
legends including Olympic diving sensation 
Tom Daley and heptathlon star Denise 
Lewis, Mr Gove announced £65m of funding 
to promote competitive sports in schools 
over the next three years. 

He also said a further £47m would be 
made available to allow SSPs - of which 
there are 15 in Kent - to continue to the end 
of the academic year in 2011. 

But Mr La Rossignol said the £65m, which 
will allow every secondary school to release 
one PE teacher for a day a week to continue 


the scheme in sports provision, was not 
enough. 

“I work full time, five days a week, with 
about 60 schools in the area I cover,” he said. 

“One day a week for each school - not 
including primaries - just won’t work. Even 
with seven full-time competition managers 
in Kent there is so much work to do. 

“Government is expecting a PE teacher to 
take that over in each school. They are mis¬ 
leading people into thinking there has been 
some sort of U-tum when actually it’s not 
going to keep competitive sport up in schools. 

“It’s a bit of a cop out.” 

Mr La Rossignol said he and the other 
competition managers in Kent would lose 
their jobs next year and admitted he did not 
think this would change. 

“I’m trying to keep up the campaign, but I 
just think Government has made people 
believe they are keeping the sports in 
schools going. 

“After the Olympics though there will be 
nothing - it will only get worse.” 

Mr La Rossignol, who works in schools 
in mid-Kent, Ashford, Sheppey and 
Sittingboume, said the number of students 
doing sport each week had risen from 20 per 
cent to 50 per cent in his area and just 
recently 850 pupils from 38 different schools 
ran in a cross-country event at Leeds Castle. 

Last month, members of the SSP in 
Thanet launched a campaign to fight 
against the funding cut. 

Jason Jones, head of PE at Hartsdown 
Technology College in Margate, said: “I have 
no doubt that removing the partnership pro¬ 
gramme, which is admired around the world, 
will dramatically affect future participation 
rates in all types of sport around the UK. 

“The impact to the health and well being of 
young people will be marked.” 

Sports and Olympics minister and MP for 
Faversham and Mid-Kent, Hugh Robertson, 
said he wanted sport to be ambitious and 
funding to remain within schools’ budgets. 


Crossing toll rise money 
will not be ring-fenced 


TRANSPORT chiefs have revealed that 
additional income made from increased toll 
charges at Dartford will not be ring-fenced 
for improvements to the crossing. 

Minister for transport Mike Penning said 
money would be used for transport projects 
across the country - including the crossing - 
but that the Government had no intention of 
putting aside funds specifically for improve¬ 
ments to the bridge or tunnel. 

But Dartford MP Gareth Johnson said 
ring-fencing should be a non-issue consider¬ 
ing the tolls should be scrapped altogether. 

Previously, government officials had 
pledged to drop the toll charges when con¬ 
struction costs for the crossing were paid off, 
but since it went into profit in 2004 they have 
remained in place. 

Instead of scrapping charges, they were 
increased from £1 to £1.50. In 2011 this will 
rise to £2, and in 2012 to £2.50. 

Government is looking into a free-flow 
charging technology to reduce congestion, 
which will be paid for by the increased tolls. 

Mr Johnson said: “They should be removed 


completely. All we’ve ever had in Dartford is 
pollution and congestion. 

“The ring-fencing of money made through 
the charges should be a non-issue because 
the tolls should not be there.” 

Brian Macdowall, secretary of the Kent 
branch of the Association for British Drivers, 
said the Government was forcing drivers to 
accept the inevitably of permanent charging 
by stating that the next two increases would 
not be ring-fenced but transferred to a gener¬ 
al transport pot. 

“Government extracts over £50 million a 
year in profits causing totally avoidable daily 
jams in the process, and is manipulating 
taxpayers into believing electronic tolling is 
the answer,” he said. 

“Diverting price increases elsewhere is cyn¬ 
ical manipulation of public opinion. 

“Kent ABD challenges Mike Penning to 
hold a referendum on whether the public 
want the charges removed. 

“After all, it’s their money, not the 
Government’s, that is being used to maintain 
tolling. What kind of democracy is that?” 



TV licence warning 

EMPLOYERS are being urged to get TV 
licences after more than 1,000 businesses in 
the UK were caught without one. 

TV Licensing warned companies that allow 
staff or customers to watch television at their 
premises over the holiday period needed to be 
correctly licensed or face prosecution. 

Jon Shaw, Kent’s TV Licensing spokesman, 
said: “We have to take action against those 
who watch TV illegally and businesses that 
try to get away with it might find the price 
of being caught higher than just a fine of up to 
£ 1 , 000 .”

Funds to stem flood 

TWO councils have been given a £4.4 million 
share of £21m in grants to manage flood risk. 

Bexley Council and the London Borough of 
Bromley will receive funding for new responsi¬ 
bilities such as risk management plans. 

Bromley will receive £141,600 in 2010-11 
followed by an annual payment of £252,700 
from 2012-13. Bexley will receive £130,700 in 
2010-11 and £203,500 thereafter. 

Environment Secretary Caroline Spelman 
said: “This money will help local flood authori¬ 
ties identify and deal with the risk of flooding.”

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Budget cuts ‘disguised 
by smoke and mirrors’ 


A TOWN hall finance chief has 
accused the Coalition of using 
“smoke and mirrors” to hide the 
true extent of cuts to local authori¬ 
ty budgets, writes Marijke Cox. 

Deputy leader and finance member for 
Medway Council, Alan Jarrett, said 
Whitehall had tried to make the deep cuts 
seem less than they actually were. 

“I find the smoke and mirrors way the 
Government has attempted to make it look 
like Medway is only losing around four per 
cent - when in reality it will see cuts of near¬ 
ly 12 per cent next year - particularly 
unpalatable,” he said. 

Two weeks ago the Government announced 
a cut of 3.6 per cent in the unitary authority’s 
spending, but Cllr Jarrett said at the time it 
was more likely to be about 10 per cent. 

Failing 

Since then, however, officers working 
through the figures have found a much larger 
total cut of 11.9 per cent. This figure takes 
into account the scrapping of grants for par¬ 
ticular functions - something councils have 
accused the Government of failing to do - as 
well as the cuts to the main formula grant. 

It means Medway, which must find £50 mil¬ 
lion in savings over the next four years, will see 
a funding gap of £23.5m for the 2011/12 finan¬ 
cial year - £4m more than forecast. 

Cllr Jarrett said: “Medway has traditional¬ 
ly received a lot less but through hard work 
and determination we have continuously 
managed to balance our budget. 

‘We have consistently been judged as pro¬ 
viding good value and set about preparing for 


the cuts earlier this year. We knew from our 
forecast that we would have to make difficult 
decisions in order to provide the services res¬ 
idents expect while still saving money. 

“The fact the Government is giving us even 
less - and considerably below what other 
councils are receiving - is going to make bal¬ 
ancing our budget even more difficult.” 

The Government stated any council whose 
spending power would drop by more than 8.9 
per cent would receive a “top-up”. 

Thirty-six councils in England will receive 
this, but based on the Government’s figures 
Medway will miss out. 

A council official said: “This is despite the 
fact Medway’s budgets have always been 
tight. It receives one of the lowest grants of 
any unitary authority and has a traditional¬ 
ly low council tax base.” 

Medway cabinet members have instructed 
officers to start consultation on team restruc¬ 
tures, which will lead to more job cuts on top 
of the 104 predicted. Its regeneration arm, 
Medway Renaissance, has also been closed, 
with 20 jobs lost. Although frontline services 
will be protected, the Government has said 
grants in areas such as transport, skills 
training and migration will go. 

The official added: “The council will be set¬ 
ting a budget for the new financial year in 
February and will need to take into account 
the huge drop in funding.” 

Kent County Council revealed two weeks 
ago that the 1.82 per cent grant reduction for 
next year, set out by Government, was also 
much lower than the true figure. 

Cabinet member John Simmonds said the 
figure was more likely to be around 10 per 
cent. He said full details would be available 
in January’s budget.

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MP backing new rights 
for holiday park tenants 


A TORY backbencher has thrown 
his weight behind plans to give 
holiday park tenants the same 
security as homeowners. 

Sittingboume and Sheppey MP 
Gordon Henderson raised a 
debate in Parliament to highlight 
problems with current planning 
regulations which see residents of 
holiday parks forced from their 
homes for two months of the year. 

Mr Henderson, whose Sheppey 
constituency has almost 7,000 
park homes, said many of these 
are freehold properties. Under 
current planning law, some of the 
sites have 10-month occupancy 
and others just eight months. 

The Government, however, 
intends to bring all residential 
and home park licensing and leas¬ 
ing under the protection of the 
Residential Property Tribunal 
Services to give owners and ten¬ 
ants the same security as those in 
normal homes. 

Mr Henderson said: “I want to 
see a more flexible and logical 
planning regime with regards 
to park homes. If properties are 
of a high enough standard then I 
see no reason why they should not 


be occupied for 10 months of 
the year, and in some cases all¬ 
year-round. 

“I am also keen to see some of the 
excess capacity in our holiday 
home sector converted into afford¬ 
able residential homes to help ease 
our current housing shortage.” 

To support his argument Mr 
Henderson raised the case of 
Parkland Village in Minster 
where residents were being 
made to leave their homes for 
two months because of planning 
regulations. 

He said: “These residents are 
being forced, under threat of pros¬ 
ecution, to leave perfectly good- 
quality bungalows that have full 
building regulations and energy 
standards approved by the local 
authority's building control sec¬ 
tion. They are being encouraged 
to move into hotel accommoda¬ 
tion, such as that offered by the 
hotel situated on the same site as 
the bungalows they own. 

“Such a policy is beyond parody, 
but I do not blame my local 
authority; I blame a planning 
system that has allowed such 
illogical action.” 



Changes to rape retraction 
rules welcomed by CPS chief 


NEW guidelines on the 
treatment of people who 
withdraw allegations of rape 
have been welcomed by 
Kent’s chief crown prosecu¬ 
tor, writes Marijke Cox. 

Roger Coe-Salazar gave his backing 
to a series of changes for the Crown 
Prosecution Service procedure; with a 
key element about dealing with 
retractions of rape accusations. 

It follows recent court rulings 
which exposed failings in cases 
where abuse victims had been scared 
into dropping claims and then 
charged with perverting the course of 
justice. 

Merits 

The new guidance looks to explore 
the issues behind a retraction by put¬ 
ting in place stringent measures 
before a prosecutor considering 
pressing charges can proceed. 

Mr Coe-Salazar said: “In the new 
year the CPS will be consulting 
with charities and organisations, 
with expertise on sexual offences and 
other violent crimes, as to how 
and when we charge individuals with 
the serious offence of perverting the 
course of justice; particularly when a 
rape complainant is suspected of 
falsely retracting his or her allegation. 

“Prosecuting a rape complainant 
for perverting the course of 


justice is unusual and approval is 
required at the highest level before 
any prosecution will commence.” 

The move is part of a shake-up 
within the CPS which includes 
improving the quality of communica¬ 
tion with victims and introducing 
assurance measures which will 
require the CPS to monitor the han¬ 
dling of cases involving women who 
have been treated violently. 

Another factor being addressed is 
stereotypes about victims’ behaviour; 
for example if they were drunk or 
dressed in a particular way when 
they were raped. 

Director of public prosecutions Keir 
Starmer said cases should be judged 
entirely on the merits of evidence. 

Mr Coe-Salazar said he will ensure 
prosecutors will make decisions 
based on the merits of evidence. 

“There can be no room for decisions 
based on the assumption that a jury 
might hold certain misconceptions 
due to ignorant stereotyping,” he 
added. 

He stressed that prosecution of 
rape would remain a principle prior¬ 
ity for CPS Kent and that budget 
cuts would not affect the quality of 
specialist rape prosecutors. 

“We have invested considerable 
resources and effort in ensuring 
that we apply the highest levels of 
professional competence to not only 
the prosecution of such cases, but, 
in particular, providing the right 


level of support to victims,” he said. 

“Rape is one of the cruellest and 
most degrading offences, and prose¬ 
cuting it can be difficult. 

“Accordingly, we are determined to 
ensure we continue building on the 
considerable progress we have made 
in recent years. 

“It is essential the public in Kent 
have confidence rape victims will be 
treated sensitively and their attack¬ 
ers will be prosecuted robustly.” 

Mr Coe-Salazar said he would be 
closely monitoring communication 
between lawyers and complainants 
to ensure everyone could understand 
proceedings. 

Invaluable 

He added: “Much of our progress in 
prosecuting rape cases has been 
informed by engagement with the 
voluntary organisations that do so 
much fabulous work in this area. 

“Due to the humbling bravery 
of rape victims who have been 
willing to share with us their experi¬ 
ence of going through the criminal 
justice system, we have also had the 
invaluable opportunity of hearing 
and taking on board their views. 

“Let me reassure you, I have a 
strong team of highly trained and 
experienced prosecutors and para¬ 
legal officers. 

“But, as always, there is room for 
improvement and I am not in the 
least bit complacent about this.”

TWO men have been sentenced to 
a total of 11 years in prison for 
causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing in an road accident last year. 

Police described the crash on July 31,2009, 
as a “catastrophic chain of events” which saw 
the victim die as his car became a fireball. 

Edward Parker, a 51-year-old company 
director, of Sportsman’s Cottages, Kings Hill, 
received seven years in prison, was disquali¬ 
fied from driving for seven years, and ordered 
to pay £3,500 costs. 

David Steele, a 55-year-old retired busi¬ 
nessman, of Dane Close, Hartlip, was jailed 
for four years, disqualified from driving for 
six years, and ordered to pay £1,000 costs. 

The crash happened just after 5pm when 
Jim Molloy, 58, from Broadstairs, was driving 
coastbound along the M2 between junctions 
three and four in Medway. 

A police spokesman said: “He was return¬ 
ing home from work at the time when a car 
driven by Parker ploughed into the back of

him. This caused Mr Molloy to lose control 
and triggered a catastrophic chain of events 
that resulted in five vehicles becoming 
involved in the collision. 

“Mr Molloy’s car subsequently struck a 
lorry before hitting the central reservation 
and catching fire. Incredibly, four men pulled 
Mr Molloy from his burning car without 
regard for their own safety, but attempts to 
resuscitate him were unsuccessful.” 

Witnesses told Lewes Crown Ccourt the 
high-powered cars being driven by Steele and 
Parker appeared to be travelling at between 


120-140mph and close to each other before 
the collision. 

Serious Collision Investigation Unit officer 
Ian Malcolm said: “We are satisfied with the 
sentences, but the outcome will never bring 
back Mr Molloy. A normal working day ended 
in tragedy as a result of the complete disre¬ 
gard by Steele and Parker for the law and 
other road users and, indeed, their own safety. 

“These men will be free at the end of their 
sentences, but Mr Molloy’s loved ones will 
never fully recover from losing a husband, 
father and grandfather.” 

A statement from Mr Molloy’s family said: 
“Jim was a truly wonderful man, full of love 
and compassion, who was the head of our 
very close family. He made us all feel very 
loved and secure. 

“Our family life before his death was filled 
with laughter, jokes and fun times, but now it 
is hard not to focus on the way he died and 
that when we are together he is always miss¬ 
ing. We grieve for him and for the life we all 
once had.” 

Mr Molloy worked with adults with learn¬ 
ing disabilities and was dedicated to helping 
them fulfil their potential. 


Pothole crews expanded 
to hit the roads running 


EXTRA road crews have been drafted in to 
tackle potholes left by the recent cold snap. 

Kent County Council has added 12 work 
gangs to operate alongside 33 teams already 
fixing the roads. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard said the gangs will aim to make per¬ 
manent first-time repairs, where possible. 

“Every winter potholes form as a result of 
ice in the road freezing and thawing,” he 
said. “This can be very damaging, depending 
on how bad the weather is. We are ready to 
hit the ground running this year, increasing 
the number of pothole crews. 

“In early spring we will take stock of how 
much damage has been caused and whether 
further action is required.” 


Last year KCC brought in small and medi¬ 
um-sized local firms in a six-month ‘find and 
fix’ campaign which cost £6.5 million, includ¬ 
ing £2.4m received in the March, 2010, gov¬ 
ernment budget, following the harshest win¬ 
ter in 30 years. 

Last year’s big freeze opened thousands of 
potholes, where water and snow had seeped 
inside cracks, then froze and expanded, 
cracking the road surface as it did so. Crews 
fixed 31,000 potholes. 

Cllr Chard said: ‘We made an enormous 
investment last summer and did an enor¬ 
mous amount of repairs to roads. They were 
absolutely first class, quality repairs. 

We are confident the potholes we repaired 
then will stand up to the conditions.”

‘Virtual courts will 
rush to judgement’

A MOTORISTS’ group has voiced 
concerns over the use of a new 
'virtual’ court system for drink¬ 
driving offences. 

Brian MacDowell, secretary of the Kent 
branch of the Association of British Drivers 
(ABD), said although the organisation sup¬ 
ported fair enforcement of road traffic laws, it 
believed the justice process should suit the 
offence. 

“People charged with drink driving are liable 
to penalties with life-changing consequences, 
including imprisonment, so it is important 
they have time to consider their position care¬ 
fully without feeling they are under pressure 
to accept Virtual justice’,” he said. 

“Traditional courts offer a proper consider¬ 
ation of the circumstances. Justice must not 
become a computer game to be downloaded 
at the press of a button. People should be 
given a genuine choice, at a vulnerable time, 
between rubber-stamp justice and a tradi¬ 
tional court hearing.” 

Last month, Kent Police introduced the 
new system in Medway, Gravesham and 
Dartford. Anyone caught under the influence 
has their case heard at North Kent police 
station, which is connected to Medway 
Magistrates’ Court by video link. 

The force said it meant drink-drivers could 
be arrested, charged and given their punish¬ 
ment immediately, meaning they could be off 


the road within 24 hours. In five recent 
drink-driving arrests occurring the week 
before Christmas, four were disqualified 
from driving with immediate effect after 
appearing at the virtual court. 

Usually people are bailed for 15 days to 
appear before magistrates and are still per¬ 
mitted to drive during that time. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: “The virtual courts system 
means we can take drink-drivers off the road 
straight away, rather than having to wait for 
the case to be heard. It means someone 
arrested and charged in the morning could 
be dealt with and banned by the afternoon. 

Custody 

“The fastest drink-drive case dealt with by 
the virtual court took place in just over two 
hours, from charge to being disqualified.” 

But Mr MacDowell said the ABD did not 
think it was appropriate. 

“The police have the option in serious cases 
to hold someone in custody and take them to 
court the next day. Then an interim driving 
ban may be applied,” he said. 

“However, the ABD has concerns over 
interim driving bans [for non-serial offend¬ 
ers], as should the case be dismissed, punish¬ 
ment may be incurred even though there 
was no offence committed.” 

Solicitors have also expressed doubts over 
the system claiming it hinders their ability to 
conduct confidential discussions with their 
clients once the court session is in process.

River high on UK list 
of the most polluted 


A WATERWAY flowing into one 
of Kent’s rivers has been listed 
among the most contaminated in 
Britain, writes Marijke Cox. 

The Little Stour, which flows into the 
main Great Stour at Plucks Gutter, near 
Stourmouth in Canterbury, was included in a 
list of “sensitive” rivers by the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs (Defra). 

Although first designated in 2007 after 
the Environment Agency found high levels 
of the pollutant nutrient phosphorous, as 
well as excessive plant growth - known as 
eutrophication - it has yet to be removed 
from the list. 

Discharge 

A Kent spokesman for the Environment 
Agency said the discharge of treated sewage 
from Dambridge sewage treatment works 
into the Wingham River - a tributary of the 
Little Stour - was identified as the main 
source of the pollution. 

“To help reduce eutrophication the sewage 
treatment works will receive nutrient 
stripping facilities, due to be completed by 
September, 2014,” he said. 

“Our river monitoring information shows 
very low levels of the nutrient phosphorus 
originate in the Little Stour upstream of its 
confluence with the Wingham River - the 
area where over-pumping has taken place.” 

The register - which includes more than 
100 rivers - also includes the River Great 
Stour, which runs from Sandwich estuary 
to near Ashford. 

Water companies in England and Wales 


no longer have to tell the public how much 
raw sewage they discharge into rivers. 

A spokesman at Protect Kent, a local 
branch of the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England, said there needed to be more trans¬ 
parency. 

He said: “The public should definitely be 
told exactly how much raw sewage gets 
pumped into the rivers which run through 
their beautiful countryside. 

“If there really is a need to pump sewage 
into the rivers, then the least the water com¬ 
panies can do is make us all aware of it. 

“It shows a grave disregard for the public to 
do this without any kind of clarity.” 

But the Environment Agency spokesman 
said river quality had steadily improved over 
the last 20 years and newer stringent EU 
standards were in place. 

He said: “The improvements have been 
achieved through investment by water com¬ 
panies, tougher action on polluters, reduction 
in discharges from industry and businesses, 
changing farming practices and thousands of 
local projects. 

“The return of wildlife including otters and 
salmon to rivers demonstrates the tangible 
benefit this provides for wildlife and for 
people, but we are not complacent. 

“The Environment Agency is committed 
to tackling diffuse pollution and will be 
working with community groups, river 
trusts and wildlife and angling organisations 
that all have important roles to play in 
improving waterways.”

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Monks’ move ends 
150 years in Kent

MONKS based in Kent for 150 
years have been forced to leave 
the county in favour of a cheaper 
home in Surrey 

Benedictine monks have resided at St 
Augustine’s Abbey, Ramsgate, since it was 
constructed in 1861, but spiralling repair 
and maintenance costs resulted in the his¬ 
toric building being put up for sale. 

The 11-strong community announced 
their decision to leave in October, 2009, at 
about the same time the Surrey-based 
Order of Friars Minor made public their 
own plans to leave Chilworth Friary on the 
outskirts of Guildford. 

Fortunate 

Dom Paulinus Greenwood, the abbot of 
St Augustine’s, said: “We have been 
extremely fortunate in finding a suitable 
new home within such a relatively short 
time and will always be grateful to the 
Franciscans for alerting us to the availabil¬ 
ity of their Friary. 

“Since making the difficult decision to 
move from Ramsgate we have been encour¬ 
aged and supported by the goodwill, 
prayers and benefactions of many people, 
and we do not forget them. 

‘We feel this is God’s will for our communi¬ 
ty and we hope to forge ahead in the coming 
months to re-establish our monastic life and

witness in this beautiful, tranquil setting.” 

The first monks arrived in Ramsgate 
from the Italian monastery of Subiaco in 
1856, with St Augustine’s Abbey built for 
them by Edward Pugin, son of renowned 
Gothic-revival architect Augustus Pugin. 

They successfully evangelised much of 
the coastal region of Kent, establishing all 
but one of Thanet’s Catholic parishes while 
acting as chaplains to the region’s numer¬ 
ous convents of nuns and religious sisters. 

Father Michael Copps, minister provin¬ 
cial of the Friars Minor, said his men were 
sad to be leaving Chilworth Friary. 

He added: “I had been thinking with hor¬ 
ror that it might become a hotel or a health 
spa, until I was shown information on the 
internet that the Benedictines had decided 
to leave Ramsgate and look for a smaller 
monastery. Reading their wish list for the 
place they were looking for, I saw that 
Chilworth ticked nearly all the boxes.”

Author’s tales of

ELECTIONS may not be regarded as being especially humorous 
affairs, but one man has scoured the globe to discover scores of 
exceptions to the rule, writes Chris Murphy. 


Phil Mason, from Hempstead, Gillingham, 
searched out some of the most oddball politi¬ 
cal happenings for his new book called Dead 
Man Wins Election. 

And that title is not just wish¬ 
ful thinking - Americans voted 
in a new senator despite the fact 
he died three weeks before 
polling day. 

Civil servant Phil said he was 
fascinated with the way politics 
is carried out across the globe 
and wanted to take a closer look 
at the more bizarre side of it. 

Dead Man Wins Election 
uncovers the least competent 
politicians, the most outlandish 
government decisions and some 
of the strangest elections the 
world has seen.

The 
local council responsible for the A494 in 
North Wales installed temporary traffic 


lights when a gorge collapsed. They were 
finally withdrawn after the road repair in 
August, 1999 - 28 years after the accident. 

And to overcome spending 
limits in India’s 1996 general 
election, the People’s Party in 
Bihar released thousands of 
native green parrots that had 
been trained to chant its elec¬ 
tion slogan. 

Phil is the man behind the 
other oddball history books 
Napoleon’s Haemorrhoids, 
What Needled Cleopatra? and 
the bestselling Mission 
Accomplished! 

But his first love is politics 
and the way those who live it 
can mess things up. 

He said: “I wanted to show a 
quirky sense of history when it 
comes to politics. I want to chal¬ 
lenge the sense of faith people 
put in politicians. There are 
heaps of reasons why people 
should be very nervous about 
putting our national institu¬ 
tions in their hands. 

“What we are trying to show 
is politics tends to attract 
unlikely people that you wouldn’t normally 
put in charge of something important.”

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Crimper’s saucy 
wife posters win 
planning battle 


A HAIRDRESSER has won a council planning dispute 
after being told to take down two billboards showing his 
wife’s cleavage and bottom, writes Stian Alexander 


Stylist Marcello Marino was 
warned he risked being fined by 
Thanet District Council after 
placing two 7ft by 4ft posters of 
his 28-year-old Cuban wife Yaice 
outside his salon in Ramsgate. 

But after six months the 41- 
year-old snipper was finally told 
the council had backed down and 
would allow him to keep the 
posters, despite his salon being in 
a conservation area. 

Exposed 

Mr Marino, who runs Marcello’s 
Hair Salon, put his first poster up 
in June, showing his wife expos¬ 
ing her cleavage. 

Some locals loved the image, 
but the Ramsgate Society report¬ 
ed Mr Marino to Thanet council 
for “lowering the tone” of the area. 

Mr Marino responded to council 
complaints with a new poster 
showing his wife tied up with silk 
rope and baring her rear. 

He said: “All I am trying to do is 
drum up trade. I told the council 
there is a garage nearby that has 
banners all over the place. 


“People love the posters and, of 
course, my wife looks great. When 
they told me to take down the one 
showing her cleavage I got angry 
and responded by putting one up 
showing her bum. That put the 
cat among the pigeons, but now 
they have seen sense and allowed 
me to keep them both.” 

The Ramsgate Society had 
reported the salon to planners 
after receiving complaints that 
the original poster lowered the 
tone and was offensive to women. 

Chairman Jocelyn McCarthy 
said: “Women found it offensive 
and disgusting and asked me why 
he had been allowed to put some¬ 
thing like this up.” 

Planning chiefs ordered Mr 
Marino to remove the images, 
saying he had not applied for 
planning permission, but have 
now backed down and allowed 
him to retain the posters. 

A letter to Mr Marino from 
Thanet council reads: “Thanet 
District Council has granted 
express consent for the retention 
of two banners to side elevations.”

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Winter checks to

EDUCATION chiefs have assured every 
effort will be made to keep schools open as 
the icy weather continues into the new year.

“Adams claimed to be the victim’s friend 
and that he was looking after him, when in 
reality he was taking advantage for his own 
financial gain.” 

Adams was arrested on Sunday, August 29, 
and charged with a burglary committed earlier 
that day as well as one the previous Wednesday.

DC Olley added: ‘We are pleased with the 
length of the sentence handed down and 
pleased the judge decided to use the upper end 
of the scale.

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Treatment 
a possible 
end to the 
varicose 
vein pain

A LEADING surgeon has intro¬ 
duced a new medical technique 
to the UK which could spell the 
end of the dreaded varicose vein. 

The unsightly problem affects one third of 
the population, with sufferers forced to 
undergo painful procedures to have them 
removed and surgery often needed again 
years later. 

But Eddie Chalonor, who works at the 
private Chelsfield Park Hospital in 
Orpington and the Sloane Hospital in 
Beckenham, is offering a new, quick and 
painless technique, also carried out on NHS 
patients, which could mean an end to vari¬ 
cose veins. 

“In the past people have had to go under 
general anaesthetic to have them 
removed,” he said. “The reoccurrence rate 
at five years is 30 per cent. 

“Eight years ago I became the first sur¬ 
geon in London to use a laser technique 
which bums the vein from the inside - but 
it’s painful. The reoccurrence rate is lower 
at seven per cent at five years.” 

But health experts believe the new proce¬ 
dure, called Clarivein, could revolutionise 
varicose vein surgery with patients only 
needing one course of treatment. 

Mr Chalonor said Clarivein, which is 
already used in the United States and said 
to be painless, damages the vein by inject¬ 
ing a dmg to stop it functioning. 

Receptive 

A rotating catheter is used to cut the lin¬ 
ing of the vein to make it more receptive to 
the dmg. 

“It takes five minutes in treatment time, 
about 20 minutes in total with everything 
set up. It’s very quick,” he said. 

Mr Chaloner, who is the first surgeon in 
the UK to use the treatment, said although 
it was difficult to confirm reoccurrence 
rates for Clarivein - which has only been in 
use for 18 months - experts predict it could 
be lower than rival techniques. 

The surgeon, who also works at NHS hos¬ 
pitals in London, had just seen a patient who 
underwent the procedure two weeks ago. 

“The veins have gone - there is no bruis¬ 
ing and no scarring,” he said. 

Varicose veins, which are usually found in 
the calf, commonly affect women who have 
had children, but on rare occasions young 
people, even teenagers, have had them 
removed. Men can also be affected. 

They are caused when the one-way valves 
in veins fail and blood flows back, causing 
them to bulge and swell. 

If they are not treated, in later years peo¬ 
ple can suffer complications such as eczema 
or skin ulcers. 

Mr Chalonor said: ‘Varicose veins are not 
a risk where people have to be treated 
straight away, but if they are left this can 
lead to other problems, such as ulceration. 

“In the short term they are not danger¬ 
ous, but over long periods can damage the 
skin.”

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Revelations at St Mary’s dig 



DISCOVERY: Excavations at St Mary’s have revealed evidence of an early Norman chapel 


THE remains of an ancient chapel 
have been discovered within the 
nave of St Mary the Virgin Church 
in Ashford, writes Ed Hill. 

The foundations of the early Norman 
chapel are thought to date from the late 11th 
century. Archaeologists are excavating the 
floor as part of refurbishment works to the 
church’s interior. 

Canterbury Archaeological Trust’s Andy 
Linklater is supervising the dig. He said: 
“While a church at Ashford is mentioned in 
the Domesday Book [circa 1086], its exact 
whereabouts had been, until now, largely 
speculative. Though we would expect conti¬ 
nuity of a consecrated site, hard evidence is 
always better than folklore or supposition.” 

St Mary’s is undergoing a facelift to 
improve worship for churchgoers and widen 
the church’s role as an arts centre. 

Work on the £1.7 million makeover began 
in October. The Church of England is refur¬ 
bishing the parish church with new seating, 
lights and performance area, more toilets and 
improved access and entrances. 

Because of the extent of the groundwork, 
almost the entire west end of the nave floor 
has been made available for examination. 

Mr Linklater said: “The project has enabled 
us to examine the foundations and led us to 


reassess the development of the church. The 
present St Mary’s has always been regarded 
as being a single phase of construction, insti¬ 
gated by Sir John Fogge, towards the close of 
the 15th century. The western half under¬ 
went at least two phases of enlargement dur¬ 
ing the 19th century. Now the footprint of a 


smaller, possibly early Norman, church has 
been uncovered beneath the nave.” 

The Norman church can be identified by 
the masonry wall foundation and a robber 
trench, aligned between the two aisle 
arcades. Work on St Mary’s is expected to fin¬ 
ish in summer 2011.

Fire tragedy memorial 
design wins approval

DESIGNS for a memorial to 
mark the location of a public fire 
display that went tragically 
wrong have been approved by 
planning chiefs. 

Nine adults and six children burned to 
death during the Gillingham Park stunt in 
July, 1929, when a blaze started by the 
town’s firefighters raged out of control and 
ripped apart the makeshift house they were 
supposed to be rescued from. 

And now, following a campaign by a rela¬ 
tive of one of those who perished, Medway 
Council has agreed to place a memorial bear¬ 
ing the names of the victims at the scene of 
the disaster. 

Canadian dental hygienist Lori Oschefski, 
50, said: “I am very happy that the memori¬ 
al for the fireman’s tragedy has finally been 
agreed upon. 

Attraction 

“The design is a fitting tribute to the lives 
that were lost in this tragedy. It will include 
all 15 names of those who perished and will 
also tell their story. 

“Having this memorial in the park will 
ensure they will always be remembered.” 

The Fireman’s Wedding display was a pop¬ 
ular annual attraction at Gillingham Park 
and would culminate every year with the fire 
brigade ‘rescuing’ volunteers from a three- 
storey structure cobbled together with beams 
for the frame and a tarpaulin for the walls.

It was rigged to catch fire, but on the day of 
the tragedy the flammable liquids ignited 
too early and spectators were confronted 
with the horror of many of the children and 
adults burning or jumping to their deaths. 

One of those killed was 12-year-old Navy 
cadet Eric Cheeseman, who Mrs Oschefski 
later discovered was the nephew of her 
grandfather, William Cheeseman. 

After a public vote, the memorial decided 
upon features two-dimensional images of a 
fireman and child standing back-to-back 
either side of the list of names. 

Mrs Oschefski said: “This news could not 
have come at a better time, being the holiday 
season. It’s a time for remembering loved 
ones, and this memorial is in keeping with 
that sentiment. 

“I’m looking forward to returning to 
England to see the memorial in place.”

IT’S TIME WE ALL GOT A GRIP 


Qualified instructor MITCH PEEKE believes bad weather training must become 
a crucial part of driver training if we are to avoid sliding into chaos every winter

LISTENED intently to BBC 
Radio Kent during the recent 
bout of snow. A great debate was 
taking place on whether or not 
the county of Kent, and indeed 
the country as a whole, was coping 
with the weather. 

A lot of people thought not. The railways were 
blamed for misleading and downright inaccurate 
information. The police were being alternately 
praised and blamed, depending upon what 
each individual caller’s experience had 
been. Kent County Council and the 
Highways Agency both came in for a 
lot of criticism about gritting - or 
the lack of it. Inevitably, the course 
of the debate turned to how other 
countries don’t seem to become 
paralysed by two or three inches 
of snow - such as Sweden, 

Denmark, Finland and Russia. 

Leaving aside the issue of snow 
ploughs and whether we ought to 
invest in a huge fleet of them or not. 

I would like to take this opportunity 
to further the comparisons that were 
being proffered into an area that seldom 
gets looked at - driver training. 

I should point out at this juncture that I am a 
fully qualified driving instructor who, barring one 
day when my village was cut off by snowdrifts, 
was out working and teaching in the recent peri¬ 
od of snow, covering Medway and Gravesend, with 
a full diary. 

Let’s start with the core issue: there is no 
requirement for anyone taking the UK driving 
test to have had any training in adverse weather 
conditions. Currently the only people who get any¬ 
thing like such practice are those who drive emer¬ 
gency service vehicles and bus drivers, who get to 
do a session in a bus on a skid pan. 

Given then that most people actually have no 
idea how to drive in such weather, is it any won¬ 
der the roads become impassable as soon as we 
have two inches of the white stuff? 

This may seem a harsh statement to make, but 
I am sorry to say that I saw at first hand on every 
one of the days I was out teaching in those condi- 


PP 
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tions, far too many examples of just how true that 
statement is. I saw it last winter, too. 

I don’t know if it’s due to the health and safety 
mentality, or ignorance, or just “can’t be bothered 
to think about it”, or even if it’s just being over¬ 
looked, but it strikes me that we are raising gen¬ 
eration upon generation of drivers who can’t or 
won’t cope with the weather. 

I’ve heard people moan about the sheer cost of 
driver training, or else they think the driving test 
is too tough and too pedantic to be taken serious¬ 
ly. Well, let’s just compare the driver training in 
those countries that are used to snow. 

Several other European countries including 
Denmark, Finland and Norway have a 
requirement for training under slip¬ 
pery/icy conditions. 

i Consequently, when you pass the 
driving test in any of those countries, 
you know the expected hazards and 
1 how to handle the conditions you 
will face when this type of weather 
arrives. You will also know what 
' kind of conditions you can’t drive in, 
which is just as important. 

Of course, the authorities in those 
_ countries have the proper vehicles to 

r help keep their roads clear, but also, 
knowing that the driving population as a 
whole has the necessary skills and judge¬ 
ment to handle the conditions anyway, is what 
keeps those countries moving. 

Not having that combination is exactly what 
paralyses our country. Now I’m sure we’ve not 
seen snow for the last time here in England. Next 
time it arrives and you can’t get to work, why not 
do something constructive? 

Give the office a ring and see if basic winter 
driving lessons are available.You’ll be in a proper 
dual-controlled car, with a fully qualified instruc¬ 
tor. It really is a valuable skill and one that will 
keep you one step ahead in the snow. 

Or you could continue to slip, slide sideways, or 
wheelspin your way into abandoning your car by 
the roadside and wonder why that driving school 
car with the learner in it passes you by, safely 
and smoothly. 

You don’t have to be a learner driver to learn 
something valuable.

If an old or lonely person is no longer 
talking to a librarian - perhaps one of the 
only people they speak to that week - 
then what other human contact will they 
have? 

Technology has transformed the world, 
but that shouldn’t mean casting traditional 
values aside. These kinds of changes 
such are designed for the fast-paced 
country we’ve become, but not everyone 
is moving so quickly. 

Communities are about people, not 
computers, and that personal touch is 
needed just as much as efficiency.

New Year, new car? Don’t let rise in VAT put you off

MOTOR dealers are promis¬ 
ing the rise in VAT this 
month won’t affect car prices 
as much as many drivers 
might expect. 

The Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders, or SMMT as its known, 
forecasts new car sales in 2010 went up 
by two per cent on the previous year. 
That is over two million unit sales. 

The VAT increase on Tuesday is 
expected to have some influence on the 
year-end upsurge, with motorists look¬ 
ing to avoid the January VAT rise and 
grab themselves a bargain before the 
rise hum 17.5 per cent to 20 per cent. 

Since 2000, trends in new car sales 
have demonstrated that figures in 
January have been double those in 
February, but with an increase of VAT 
looming, SMMT is providing members 
with advice on vehicle sales in 2011. 

SMMT said customers who had paid 
for a new car before January 3 this year 
and receive it on or after January 4, will 
pay 17.5 per cent on the purchase. 

Customers who paid a deposit for 
their car, received on or before January 
3, will be subject to VAT at 17.5 per 
cent and the balance, when received on 
or after January 4, will be subject to 
VAT at 20 per cent. Customers who 
buy a vehicle on, or after January 4, 
must pay 20 per cent VAT. 

So it really was all down to good tim¬ 
ing. If you missed the deadline, there is 
little to worry about. Many dealers say 


they are determined to help customers 
swallow the worst of the rise, which 
should have little effect on the actual 
price paid. To start with at least. 

Dealers really don’t have that much 
movement in the price actually paid for 
the car itself but there is usually such 
a myriad of extras that prices across 
the board can be, shall we say, adjusted 
to help buyers. So the recommendation 
is, don’t be put off by the screen price. 

Ray Morris runs two showrooms 
specialising in selling nearly new auto¬ 
matic cars - one in Welling and the 
other in Bexleyheath. 

He said: ‘With the VAT going on new 
cars, our stock will look even more com¬ 
petitive. We will be great value for money 
because the new cars will get more 
expensive and our will be even cheaper. 

“And with summer around the cor¬ 
ner we are looking forward to the New 
Year with some glee.” 


He added: “Due to our continued 
success and expansion, we have more 
than 225 automatic cars. You can take 
advantage of the recent financial 
uncertainty with our amazingly priced 
cars, which are now much less than 
new prices, all of which are actually in 
stock and available. 

We specialise in all the very best 
small automatic/medium automatic/ 
large size automatic one owner 
genuine mileage automatic cars with 
prices from £3,000 to £25,000 and 
mileages from as little as a 100.” 

SMMT said the new registration will 
also be out soon. 

The two-digit year code changes 
twice a year for all new cars sold; once 
in March and then again in September. 
In 2011, the plate changes will be ‘IT in 
March and ‘61’ in September.

The National Association of Estate 
Agents reveals why it is optimistic for 
house sales over the coming year 


THE New Year is set to be a good 
one in Kent’s property market if 
the current trend of rising demand 
continues. 

That’s according to the National Association 
of Estate Agents who said demand from buy¬ 
ers increased in November and could well con¬ 
tinue, or even rise further. 

And sellers are joining in too. The associa¬ 
tion’s monthly housing market report found 
that the average estate agent branch had 241 
house hunters registered in November. In 
October the figure was 218. 

The report also found sales levels remained 
constant for the fourth month in a row, with 
the average branch selling seven properties. 
This was particularly positive as the market 


was entering its annual seasonal slowdown, 
when activity traditionally slows. 

More first timers are needed though in Kent. 
The percentage of sales being made to first 
time buyers also fell - from 23 per cent in 
October to 19 per cent in November. 

Michael Jones, president of the NAEA said: 
“There is still clear evidence of demand for 


property in Kent. In fact, given the restrictions 
on mortgage lending and the approach of 
Christmas, the true level of demand is proba¬ 
bly higher than indicated by our figures. 

“These are not window-shoppers. Our agents 
are continuing to make sales and it is particu¬ 
larly pleasing to see sales figures remain con¬ 
stant at this time of the year.” 


And he is confident of a good new year. Mr 
Jones said: “We would like to see more people 
bring their properties to market. Some sellers 
in our experience continue to have unrealistic 
expectations over the value of their property. 
These potential sellers are likely to be holding 
back in the hope of price rises during 2011. 

'We believe that prices are likely to remain 
reasonably stable for the next 12 months, 
dependant on interest rates remaining low of 
course, and so we hope that this isn’t mis¬ 
placed optimism.” 

Plus buying a new home in the New Year 
should be easier. 

Many developers are coming up with 
schemes to tempt buyers, and it appears the 
banks may even join in the fun. 

Taylor Wimpey said it is determined to help 
homebuyers make their move in 2011. 


Top tips to getting a bigger home 


1. It’s a buyer’s market, so be realistic about the 
asking price. Stop thinking about what your 
home was worth at the peak of the market. 
What is it worth now? Price declines in buyer’s 
market now make more desirable homes 
affordable. 

2. Make sure you speak with a mortgage 
specialist so that you know prices for your next 
home. Make sure you are comfortable with 
your new mortgage payments. 

3. Mortgage rates are at all-time lows. You 
want to lock in at these low rates, so your rates 
will stay affordable. 

4. Don’t get caught up in the emotion when 


If you fall in love with a 
house that could be your next home, you will 
not negotiate a price with a clear head. 

5. A buyer’s market means a larger selection 
of homes. This gives the buyer more leverage, 
since the inventory is high.

A folk-rock convention

ONE of the country’s most endur¬ 
ing and respected bands will take 
to the stage in February playing 
their distinctly English brand of 
folk-rock. 

Fairport Convention visit the Assembly Hall 
Theatre, Tunbridge Wells, on Wednesday, 

February 16, as part of the group’s annual 
winter tour. 

Fairport’s concert will not only include 
songs from the new studio album Festival Bell 
but will also feature a performance of 
Babbacombe Lee, the band’s classic 1971 
folkrock “concept album”. 

Released to coincide with the tour, Festival 
Bell is the first new Fairport Convention 
album for four years. 

The Assembly Hall concert will feature a 
selection from the album’s 14 tracks - which 
include compositions by members of the band, 
two songs by the legendary Ralph McTell and 
a reworking of the Sandy Denny classic Rising 
For The Moon. 

The concert will open with a set from young 
duo Katriona Gilmore and Jamie Roberts. 

Fairport will then take the stage to celebrate 
the 40th anniversary of Babbacombe Lee by 
performing the critically acclaimed folkrock 
opera in its entirety. The work tells the fasci¬ 
nating story of John “Babbacombe” Lee, a 
Victorian criminal who was reprieved after 
three attempts to hang him failed. 

“We’ve played in Tunbridge Wells before but 
we always enjoy coming back here,” said lead 
vocalist and guitarist Simon Nicol. 

“In fact, the Assembly Hall is one of our 
favourite venues and we particularly look for¬ 
ward to playing there again on a Wednesday 
evening. This year the concert will be rather 
different - not only have we got a whole 
album’s worth of new material to choose from 
but this will be the first time we’ve played the 
whole of Babbacombe Lee since the 70s. 

Story 

“The songs all work individually and several 
had already snuck their way back into our 
repertoire. But as a song cycle it tells a story 
which gives a real sense of purpose to the set. 

“The ‘man they couldn’t hang’ is part of 
urban mythology and even people who 
have not got a clear idea of who he is know 
something of the story - a quirky part of 
English law.” 

The album follows Lee’s life story described 
in song, from his boyhood through his convic¬ 
tion for murder, sentence of death, and the fail¬ 
ure to carry out the sentence. 

The album describes how Lee went to work 
in the service of a Miss Keyes. While Lee was 
in her service, she was murdered, and he was 
accused, tried and convicted of the crime, and 
sentenced to death. However, when authori¬ 
ties attempted to hang him, the gallows failed 
three times, resulting in his release. 

Fairport’s Dave Swarbrick said he thought of 
the song cycle after discovering a file of old 
newspaper clippings in an antique shop which 
contained John Lee’s own copies of the news¬ 
paper articles and was bound by him, signed 
and dated January 30,1908. 

Simon said: “We will also be playing 
songs from our new album and some of 
the older numbers. People want to hear 
things like Meet on the Ledge so to accommo¬ 
date our older material we will vary the new 
ones each night.” 

As a teenager, Simon met local musician 
Ashley Hutchings. The pair - with others -

formed Fairport Convention, taking the 
name from Simon’s house “Fairport” where the 
band rehearsed. 

Fairport Convention became hugely success¬ 
ful after vocalist Sandy Denny joined the 
band. However, after Sandy left Simon took a 
more prominent role on stage. He also became 
more involved in studio work and production. 

During the 70s, Simon took a four-year 
break from Fairport, working on various proj¬ 
ects as both producer and musician, collabo¬ 
rating with Dave Swarbrick and The Albion 
Country Band among others. 

Simon rejoined Fairport Convention in 1975 
and has been the band’s main guitarist and 
lead singer ever since. However, he has contin¬ 
ued to work with other musicians including 
Dave Swarbrick and Ashley Hutchings and 


has toured with, among others, Beverley 
Craven and Art Garfunkel. 

“This line-up has been together for 12 years, 
the longest of any in Fairport’s history,” said 
Simon. “I was still at school when I started out 
- now I’ve got my bus pass. Hopefully I am 
much better at what I do now, just as if I was 
a brain surgeon or a carpenter. 

“I do approach things in a different way, but 
as you get older I suppose you do lack that full- 
on energy of youth.” 

Folk rock is currently in fashion with 
bands such as Mumford and Sons and 
America’s Fleet Foxes - Simon is a fan of both 
groups. He said he would love to see some of 
the new artists on stage at the group’s annual 
Cropedy (Oxfordshire) Festival which it plays 
every year.

“It was a village in Oxfordshire where a cou¬ 
ple of band members lived and we’d rehearse 
in the village hall,” said Simon. 

“One year in the mid 70s we were asked to 
play a set after the village fete, which was a 
huge success. 

“It grew into an annual event - now, 35 years 
on, it has a license for 20,000 people. Really it’s 
my pride and joy and I walk around like a dog 
with two tails. 

“When people see us they see music being 
created before their eyes - there is no veil of 
technology between us and the audience.”

Spice up a wintery evening

ON A very cold Saturday evening 
we set out across East Kent’s snow- 
covered roads in search of a hot 
and spicy meal and hoping to 
escape, at least psychologically 
from frozen Britain. 

We found the answer at The Bangkok, an 
established, small and simple, yet charming 
restaurant located just off the main 
Northdown Road in Cliftonville, near Margate. 

The Bangkok has been at Prices Avenue 
for five years and in the area overall for 17 
years now. 

They do not have a website although you can 
find their contact details and several positive 
reviews online. 

Husband and wife team Malcolm and Mai 
share the cooking and serving and have estab¬ 
lished a loyal following with residents and vis¬ 
itors to the area. They enjoy a close relation¬ 
ship with many hotels and guesthouses in the 
area too. 

Traditional Thai pictures and paintings fea¬ 
ture on the oak beamed walls and ceiling of 
this cosy and unpretentious venue - there is a 
capacity of less than 30 covers. 

Open from Wednesday to Saturday the 
restaurant is unlicensed and operates a “bring 
your own” policy. 

We began with sai krok isaan, homemade 
sausages of pork, garlic and chilli served with 
a salad garnish at £5.20 and tod man pla, Thai 
style spicy fish cakes deep fried, mixed with 
green beans and curry paste at £5. 

These were accompanied by a bowl of plain 
and spicy crackers and a fiercely spicy sweet 
chilli dip. 

Both dishes were beautifully prepared and a 
feisty encounter. Our bottle of chilled rose was 
a welcome accompaniment. 

There is a specials board and I was tempted 
by the whole sea bass tamarind lemon grass 
sauce at £12.90. There is plenty to choose from 
on the menu and seafood lovers like myself are 
well catered for. 

However, on this occasion we chose col-neua 
put prik at £7, stir fried beef with chillis and 



green peppers, and gwadtiaow rad na at 
£6.50, noodles and vegetables fried with 
chicken and pork in soy sauce with a chicken 
stock gravy. 

Mai and Malcolm insisted that we also try a 
wonderful lamb and mango curry. Malcolm 
pointed out with some amusement that 
this is not truly a Thai dish as there is no 
lamb in Thailand. However, this is a meal 
they have perfected and it has become a 
best seller. 

We had no room for dessert but were 


served with some fresh-sliced strawberry, kiwi 
fruit and pineapple which actually rounded off 
our meal perfectly. 

The total bill came to £26.20.

old stager to deliver more power yet bring 
lower fuel consumption and emissions. 

As a result, 2011 is set to be a pivotal year 
for the industry and here are some of the 
star cars to come: 

1) Ford Focus - a terrific looking replace¬ 
ment for what was the UK’s best-selling

car until overtaken by the Fiesta. 
Interestingly, the new car is as radically 
different in looks as the outgoing second 
generation Focus is conventional, so it 
could yet put the Focus name back at 
number one. 

2) Honda Jazz Hybrid - already one of the 
most versatile superminis/MPVs, and 


this new version employs Honda’s 
renowned experience in petrol-electric 
powertrains to create one of the most eco¬ 
nomical and eco-friendly cars in its class. 

3) Range Rover Evoque - this luxury SUV 
(sports utility vehicle) will be the small¬ 
est car to wear the Land Rover premium 
badge and signals where the 4x4/SUV 


sector is going in terms of scale, style 
and marketing. The last point is strong¬ 
ly made by the fact the Evoque will be 
the first Land Rover model offered with 
a fuel-saving front-wheel drive option. 

4) Lexus CT200h - Toyota’s luxury arm 
could really shake up the company car 
sector with the first model to allow 
thrusting young executives to maintain 
status while saving on company car tax 
and running costs, and flaunting their 
green credentials. 

5) Vauxhall Astra three-door - you may 
wonder why this is here, but Vauxhall’s 
decision to make the previous three-door 
Astra more obviously sporty, paid big 
dividends in terms of the car’s image and 
sales and the new sporty shape looks 
terrific on what is already a great car. 

6) Nissan Leaf - electric power has had a 
‘la-la land’ label so far, but the new Leaf 
is a proper five-door family hatchback. 
Admittedly, it still costs £24,000 despite a 
£5,000 grant from the Government. Once 
bought though, you can charge it up from 
the mains for just a few pence, and it is 
also exempt from road tax and - com¬ 
muters take note - the London conges¬ 
tion charge. Nissan has unveiled a PCP 
deal too that allows the car to be run for 
less than £400 a month.

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Optimism takes steady 
grip on Kent commerce

NEW Year optimism has caught hold 
of Kent businesses after a year that 
will be seen aa one of consolidation and 
cautious growth after the recession. 

But most acknowledged it would not be easy 
as they looked ahead to 2011. Many firms heed¬ 
ed frequently heard advice not to be panicked 
into job cuts and risk struggling to take advan¬ 
tage of the upturn and, perhaps most funda¬ 
mental of all, to cut costs and chase invoices. 

Jo James, chief executive of Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, told Business Week that 
the latter was now paramount: “We now know 
we have a very difficult time ahead, and we are 
going to have to be extremely innovative and 
frugal to overcome problems presented. 

“At the beginning of 2010 it appeared that while 
the worst was over, it was obvious that in the long 
term stringent economic measures were going to 
be needed to restore economic equilibrium. 

“A looming General Election meant that there 
was no clear indication of what those measures 
might be, or how we would be affected. 

“The most significant impact on all businesses 
in 2010 was the change of government and the 
changes that came along with it, changes that 
we could ill afford at a time of a very fragile 
economy; cuts and tax increases - both of which 
have yet to reveal their true impact. 

“Throughout the second half of the year, fore¬ 
casts from various sources have ranged from 
pessimism to optimism, but overall the message 
is the same - austerity is the only route back to 
prosperity. We can do it. In life there is always 
something you can do to economise - waste a lit¬ 
tle less food, turn the heating down a bit. 



RICHARD PHILLIPS: Coasting back 

“Business is the same. Efficiency is the name 
of game. It is the only way to survive and hold on 
until things improve. If there is one sentence to 
keep at the forefront of our minds for 2011 it is: 
All challenges and changes, no matter how 
severe, bring opportunities’.” 

Janet Goode, partner and notary public with 
Maidstone-based solicitors Whitehead Monckton, 
was also cautious yet positive and predicted a 
swing to new financing: “This time last year our 
corporate team was expecting to be facing more 
insolvency work and fewer corporate deals and 
for a while in the early months of 2010 that 
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seemed likely. How 
pleased we were to 
find that from mid- 
February onwards 
the deals started to 
roll in, slowly at first, 
but gathering 

momentum through 
the year. Based on 
that, I am going to 
predict an upturn in 
business activity in 
Kent in 2011. 

“However, I think we will be surprised by a 
shift in financing options. I think we will see 
more deals being funded privately and an emer¬ 
gence of new Business 
Angels, who, properly co¬ 
ordinated, could present a 
real challenge to tradi¬ 
tional lending sources. 

Let’s hope the Angels are 
Kent-based, too.” 

Not unnaturally, this 
chimed with Kent Savers’ 
chief officer John Fowler 
whose Gravesend-based 
credit union/co-operative 
pitches itself as a more 
realistic means of busi¬ 
nesses financing new ventures: “Banks have 
become increasingly difficult to obtain loans 
from and the interest rate they offer is often 
derisory and offers little in the way of incentive 
to save. 

“In 2011 the financial realities will affect 
everyone in Kent, especially those - and there 
are lots - who want to save. The rates of interest 
available to them are still troublingly low and 
show no signs of increasing significantly.

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‘Outrageous’ tax will hit economy 
claims rural business watchdog 


THE Country Land and Business 
Association (CLA) says the Government’s 
“outrageous” decision not to extend busi¬ 
ness rates relief on empty business prop¬ 
erties will hit the rural economy hard 
and could encourage demolition rather 
than investment. 

The rural watchdog, which has 35,000 
members, said small to medium-sized 
businesses in the rural sector made a 
crucial contribution to the UK economy 
and claimed the Government was unjus¬ 
tified in making landlords pay tax on all 
empty properties with a rateable value of 
more than £2,600. 

Currently, rates are only payable where 
the rateable value exceeds £18,000 on any 
empty property. 

CLA regional director Rupert Ashby 



said: “This is an outrageous tax from the 
Government. Applying non-domestic 
rates to empty property is a disincentive 
to investment for providing and improv¬ 
ing rural business premises to let. 

“It is more likely to encourage demoli¬ 
tion and other actions to make buildings 
unusable to avoid this unjustifiable tax. 

“We must not forget the supply of rural 
business space is essential for a business- 
led economic recovery. 

“Penalising landlords in this way is 
counterproductive. 

“We would also like to see empty prop¬ 
erty relief from business rates extended 
indefinitely to all business premises 
where broadband is not available. 

“Rural business premises without 
broadband do not attract tenants.” 
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Comment 

NO self-respecting Kent company will say they have anything 
less than a strategic plan measured out in several years. 

The reality in this long drawn-out post-recession period 
though is that most firms will have been existing on a 
year-by-year and even month-by-month basis. 

Nevertheless, the UK economy was on course to exceed 
modest Government forecasts for growth in 2010, despite 
uncertainty caused by the May general election and the 
Government’s Comprehensive Spending Review in October, 

Unfortunately, we can expect recent extreme weather - 
and the promise of more in the next few months - to interrupt 
the steady upturn and mem is also the more obvious huidle 
presented by VAT being hiked 2,5 per cent this week to an 
unprecedented 20 per cent, 

However, the feedback we are getting at Business Week is 
that the Kent business community is leaner and fitter and 
well-placed to persevere in 2011. 

Money will be tight; the banks are still tough on borrowing - 
a stance that could not contrast more with the carefree days 
before the 2007 crash, 

Finns know the value of money far more now though and 
commentators in the legal and accountancy sectors speak of a 
viable alternative - a willingness for enFightened and cash-rich 
individuals to invest in well-run firms because they are confident 
of a better return on their investment than currently offered by 
bank interest rates. 

Meanwhile, there is the stirring of a new force in the banking 
sector; this year saw the beginning of a re-organrsation at the 
former Kent Reliance Building Society, which could see it 
become the vehicle for a new bank to rival established High 
Street name®, 

A Continental-style credit union/operetive Kent Savers (see 
our main story this week) has also become a player in Kent, 
while the Tonbridge-based Charity Bank continues to win 
awards and accolades. 

The growth of IT and web-based expertise in the county is 
also meeting a desire for companies to cut overheads and 
become faster and fitter for the upturn.

FOUR garages in Kent are the latest to 
get a makeover as part of a £73 million 
investment by Halfords, 

The improved sites in Ashford, 
Canterbury, Dover and Maidstone have 
also been rebranded as Halfords 
Autocentres.

Selling a business can be complicat¬ 
ed: the method of the sale (be it MBO, 
MBI, trade sales i, amount of consider¬ 
ation (are you getting good value?), 
and finding the right buyer. 

Even when you think youVe found a 
taker, you will he answering query 
after query from your advising solici¬ 
tors, tax advisers, accountants and 
any other professional adviser. 

And don’t underestimate the emo¬ 
tional impact. We have noticed that 
this is often ignored until it is perhaps 
a tad too late.

effect is never too early, both for entre¬ 
preneurs and long-term business own¬ 
ers.

Can you imagine yourself not 
lieing involved with the running of the 
business? Friends and family will be 
able to help answer these questions, 

4 Bo clear what you arc going to dn 
post-sale, How are you going to use the 
money realised? Is this business your pen¬ 
sion, or are you aiming for bigger and bettor 
opportunities in your career? 

While selling up could be your big chance 
to realise significant personal wealth, this 
should not be allowed to cloud your judge¬ 
ment; you have put your heart and soul into 
the business, so it will be worth more than 
just a number or a pile of money in the bank. 

The moment of selling your business is 
often one that you are not equipped to deal 
with and requires more thought than you 
might expect. 

So if you are dunking about selling your 
business at some point, talk to your advisers 
or nearest and dearest. The more prepared 
you are, the smoother and easier the transi¬ 
tion will be from full-time entrepreneur or 
business owner to becoming someone else.

A government- 
sponsored survey showed that 66 per 
cent of homeowners favoured an SME 
(small to medium enterprise) contrac¬ 
tor to work on their home if they 
could offer low-carbon solutions, as 
opposed to one unable to do so. And 
57 per cent of homeowners said they 
were keen to undertake work to 
improve the energy efficiency of their 
home. 

■ SALES of new homes at Kings Hill - 
the business/residential new town 
near West Mailing - doubled year-on-year 
during November. 

Housebuilders Bellway Homes, Hillreed 
Homes and Environ Communities record¬ 
ed 11 sales between them during the 
month, maintaining an upward trend since 
the summer and further signalling recov¬ 
ering economic strength in the area. 

The developers argue that this also 
shows increasing determination by people 
to buy homes now, possibly due to predic¬ 
tions that the availability of finance is not 
expected to ease next year.

“Because we are a mutual 
organisation, we work on behalf 
of local people.

I’m 
touching wood when I say this, 
but it’s looking pretty good at the 
moment. The commercial sector 
is ready to grow again and we 
are seeing a lot of interest from 
our new business efforts, with 
exciting business wins and new 
client meetings are certainly on 
the up.” 

His top tips for the New Year: 

• Learn by experience. 

• Be creative. 

• Don’t ignore new technologies 
or media. 

• Understand the market you 
operate in. 

• Maximise your potential.

Nigel Burnett, senior partner 
at the CooperBumett law firm 
Tunbridge Wells, was more 
even-handed in his summary:

Government - reducing corpo¬ 
ration tax rates may well be 
encouraging to British and for¬ 
eign companies alike, but sub¬ 
stantial rates of personal tax 
which apply to individuals, part¬ 
nerships and LLPs [limited lia¬ 
bility partnerships] is undoubt¬ 
edly inhibiting, and seems not to 
have been understood within 
Government, perhaps for politi¬ 
cally motivated reasons. 

“We would like to see an enter¬ 
prise culture more akin to the US 
model, where in difficult times 
advantages are given to business¬ 
es, rather than the traditional 
model where advantages are only 
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provided by way of a relaxation of 
the reins on the way out of reces¬ 
sion. Subject to that, our view is 
that our clients’ appetite for busi¬ 
ness is strong and provided there 
is enough money in the system to 
enable them to conduct the busi¬ 
ness that they wish to pursue, they 
will do so.” 

There are also signs that confi¬ 
dence is returning to sectors of 
business that come under the 
heading of ‘nice to have’ rather 
than ‘must have’, with garden 
designer Jo Thompson, telling us 
her eponymous firm enjoyed a 
“fabulous year” with awards 
Chelsea Flower Show and finan¬ 
cial benefits from projects in 
Europe and South Africa as well 
as the UK, though she added: 
“Kent is definitely where it’s hap¬ 
pening. 2011 is going to be a year 
for building on this, and certainly 
not for resting on any laurels 
(excuse the pun).” 

Her top tips for 2011 were: 

• Have a clear idea of the brand. 
•Have a fabulous website: it does¬ 
n’t need to be all-singing, all¬ 
dancing. Just clear and concise 
and reflecting what you do. 

• Maintain relationships with 
customers after you’ve completed 
the job. 

And the restaurant trade can 
also be considered a luxury in 
hard times, but Kent-based chef 
and restaurateur Richard Phillips 
said: “2010 has been a challenging 
year but one which we planned 
for as much as possible. As a 
restaurateur we have had the

Save energy, save cash 


NEW ways of saving energy 
could help Kent County Council, 
businesses and local people save 
money, according to an in-depth 
council report, writes business 
editor Steve Loader. 

The three-month investigation by 
County Hall’s select committee on renew¬ 
able energy recommended: 

• Reviewing energy use in county council 
buildings to see if they can be adapted for 
new technologies. 

• Helping schools, businesses and residents 
to access loan funds such as the Green 


Investment Bank for energy projects. 

• Providing small grants of up to £5,000 for 
low-carbon community groups. 

• Encouraging apprenticeships for young 
people to enter Kent’s coppicing industry. 

• Providing schools with a package of ener¬ 
gy advice and support. 

• Investing in sustainable production of 
wood fuel from coppicing. 

• Investigating a network of public electric 
car charging points in Kent. 

The committee also warned the county 
council it could be hit by financial penalties 
if it fails to take effective action to reduce 
carbon emissions. 

Committee chairman Cllr Keith Ferrin 


said: “In 2009 KCC spent just under £24 mil¬ 
lion on buying energy. It is clear to us that 
this figure could be reduced substantially 
over the next few years by adopting a judi¬ 
cious mix of improvements in energy effi¬ 
ciency, and the exploitation of the subsidies 
available for the use of renewable energy.” 

KCC’s cabinet member for environment, 
highways and waste, Cllr Nick Chard, said: 
“Using energy costs us a lot of money. We 
need to reduce our fuel bill - just like every¬ 
one does at home. The select committee has 
done a good job of highlighting some of the 
things we might do. 

“It’s a good starting point and has given us 
plenty to think about for future action.” 


Paul sets a new course 
away from the college 



MARITIME expert Paul Russell left 
North West Kent College at Christmas 
after 25 years’ service, guiding and man¬ 
aging maritime education and training 
at the National Sea Training Centre 
(NSTC) in Gravesend. 

He joined the international institution 
at a critical time, when the British 
Merchant Navy had decided it no longer 
wanted to take on young men as ratings, 
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which left the NSTC with a large pur¬ 
pose-built premises on the Denton 
marshes. Originally run by the 
National Sea Training Trust charity, 
its future seemed uncertain. 

However, it was felt nautical train¬ 
ing ought to continue at Gravesend 
and the NSTC became part of North 
West Kent College, where it is also now 
known as the Maritime Operations 
and Logistics Centre. 

Mr Russell had worked for Cunard 
shipping services on all types of ships 
and marine propulsion systems and 
all over the world. He became head of 
the NSTC in 1996. 

Editor 

Brought up in Ashford, where his 
father worked as an engineer for 
British Railways in the Sealink ship¬ 
ping division, Mr Russell went to 
South Kent College before gaining a 
cadetship at Cunard. He has lived on 
the Isle of Grain for many years with 
his wife and three children, one of 
whom is studying electronic engineer¬ 
ing at North West Kent College. 

Mr Russell is now taking over as edi¬ 
tor of technical journal Marine 
Propulsion and Auxiliary Machinery. 
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Used car sales accelerate 


SALES of used cars - an 
important economic barom¬ 
eter - rose during the third 
quarter of last year. 

The 1,801,258 deals during July, 
August and September, 2010, repre¬ 
sented a four per cent increase on Q3 

2009 and 1.1 per cent against Q2 

2010 - both results being the best 
outcomes since the pre-recession 
results of Q1 2006. 

Kent dealers will have benefited 
particularly since the South East 
was the UK’s star performer for this 
sector of the market, accounting for 


382,697 cars sold and representing a 
8.4 per cent increase against Q3 
2009. The supermini, MPV and 4x4 
categories led the market increases 
according to a survey by information 
services company Experian. 

Spokesman Joe Myers said: “Q3 is 
historically a slow period for used cars 
sales, which makes this improvement 
in sales volumes veiy positive news.” 

Not surprisingly in economically 
straitened times, the luxury car seg¬ 
ment and the upper medium car seg¬ 
ment - the so-called Ford Mondo sec¬ 
tor - bucked the upward trend. 

Other key findings were: 


• Ford remains the top-selling make 
with 14 per cent (260,067) of all used 
cars sales during Q3. 

•The Vauxhall Corsa supermini was 
the best-selling model. 

•Mercedes Benz saw the biggest 
improvement in used sales with a 
rise of 14.3 per cent year-on-year. 
•Sales of electric and hybrid models 
continued to increase, rising by 36.7 
per cent and 46 per cent respectively 
- admittedly from a low base. 

• Diesel may dominate new car sales, 
but petrol cars still dominate the 
used market, accounting for 72.2 per 
cent of sales. 


Mazda’s company fleet foothold 
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MAZDA UK - the Dartford-based distributor for 
the Japanese car brand - has made major 
inroads into the company car market over the 
past year, writes Steve Loader. 

Sales to leading contract hire and leasing 
companies jumped 20.9 per cent in 2010, a 
gain significantly above that of several other 
major brands targeting the sector, including 
Audi, Citroen, Fiat, Ford, Honda, Jaguar, 
Vauxhall and VW. 

The latest growth is all the more impressive 
since the brand was struggling less than 10 
years ago. It was well known for its MX-5 sports 
car - now in its third generation - but unable to 
make headway with its mainstream models. 

Popular 

That changed in 2002 with the advent of the 
Ford Mondeo class Mazda6 (pictured right), 
which was an immediate hit with company 
drivers. The second generation hatchback and 
estate versions are now driving the marque’s 
company car success. 

Leasing demand for the Mazda2 supermini 
and Mazda3 family hatchback models have 
also powered ahead to help make Mazda 
number 12 out of 36 brands supplying Britain’s 
top leasing providers, as well as popular with 
private buyers. 

Mazda fleet and remarketing director Peter 
Allibon said: “The analysis shows Mazda is 
closing the gap on some of the UK’s most pop¬ 
ular company car providers as some brands 
have seen their market share slip in 2010. 

“Not only that, but among key rivals the 
Mazda6 is gaining momentum as demand for 
the Vauxhall Insignia, VW Passat and Ford 
Mondeo has fallen in 2010, according to the 
leasing company data.”

Despite an offer from Arsenal, he decided to 
join Sir Alex Ferguson’s side and completed 
the move in the summer. Maidstone revealed 
they were not expecting to profit from the 
transfer move. 

Stones chairman, Paul Bowdon-Brown, said: 
“There is no compensation agreement, but we 
are to receive a nominal fee once he has made 
10 Premier League appearances. I’m not 
expecting to receive anything else, this was the 
agreement agreed when Fulham signed him.”

He said: “It’s been an amazing career and I 
managed to achieve all of my goals. I think 
even if I went back 10 years and someone told 
me I would become Olympic champion I 
wouldn’t have believed them.”

Jim Parmenter, Dover chairman, was wor¬ 
ried of a “backlash” from supporters and opted 
to scrap the fixture. 

Hessenthaler was unapologetic about the 
events: “I don’t feel too bad about it because I 
have only got to go through the fantastic set of 
players who I brought to the club. I can under¬ 
stand their frustration, but life goes on.” 


JULY 


RYAN Richards became 
the first Briton to be 
drafted into the NBA for 
four years after he was 
selected by the San 
Antonio Spurs. 

The 6ft llins forward 
came from nowhere to 
become a hot prospect 
after an impressive per¬ 
formance at the pre-draft 
trial in Chicago. 

Richards, 19, played 
junior basketball for 
Kent Crusaders before 
moving on to play profes¬ 
sionally in Spain. 

Jesse Sazant, Crusaders’ chairman, was 
delighted one of his former charges had 
earned a dream move to the world’s best bas¬ 
ketball league. 

He said: “San Antonio have a proven track 
record of spotting talent in Europe, developing 
players and providing quality coaching, so it’s 
a good place for him to be if he wants to keep 
developing.” 

Richards’ mother Debbie, who still lives in 
Sittingboume, said: “It’s unbelievable, because 
this sort of thing doesn’t really happen to 
everyone.” 

KENT’S controversial plans to stage a 
‘home’ game at the Oval came to fruition 
as they hosted Essex in a Friends Provident 
t20 clash. 

The move, which was aimed at enticing a 
bumper crowd to ease the club’s financial con¬ 
cerns, was met with criticism from some quar¬ 
ters of the Spitfires’ support, uncomfortable 
with playing outside the county. 

Although the gate of 7,620 was only just over 
half the 14,000 Kent were hoping for, new 
chief executive Jamie Clifford was satisfied 
with the turnout.

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THE FIRST-round proper of the FA Cup 
provided a mixture of drama, heartache 
and pride in a memorable series of games. 

With four non-league sides negotiating 
the qualifying rounds, it was Kent’s best 
showing for 46 years and the ties did not 
disappoint. 

Dover Athletic returned to haunt former 
manager Andy Hessenthaler as they 
deservedly beat a feeble Gillingham 2-0 at 
Priestfield. The run continued for the 
Whites, who beat Aldershot Town 2-0 in the 
next round to set up a tie with Huddersfield 
Town next month. 

Hythe Town became the first Kent 
League side to reach the stage for more 
than 50 years after winning six qualifying 
ties. Their run came to an end at League 
Two Hereford United, losing 5-1. 

Dartford were nine minutes away from 
knocking out Port Vale, who scored a late 
equaliser at Princes Park and went on to 
win the second game 4-0. 

Ebbsfleet United’s replay with AFC 
Wimbledon was far tighter. A thrilling 
game saw the Wombles score last gasp 
goals in normal time and extra-time to edge 
out Liam Daish’s side 3-2. 

LASHINGS found themselves 
involved in a worldwide media storm 
after offering refuge to exiled wicketkeeper 
Zulqamain Haider. 

The 24-year-old became a household 
name overnight when he deserted the 
Pakistan team and applied for asylum in 
the UK after claiming he had received 
death threats from a match-fixing ring.

He said: “At one stage in the summer I was 
slightly concerned with the financial issues at 
the club; whether there would be any backing 
to bring in new blood or sign a few new 
bowlers. 

“It was more of a career point of view and a 
family point of view that maybe I looked else¬ 
where. But at the moment I am pretty happy 
at Kent and I’m looking forward to helping the 
boys back into the first division.” 

AN EXCELLENT year 
for Dan Caprice was 
rounded off by helping 
England’s rugby sevens side to 
the top of the world rankings. 

The 21-year-old, bom in 
Chatham, was a regular fixture 
in last season’s World Series, 
but really cemented his place 
in the national side with a 
string of impressive displays at 
the Commonwealth Games. 

England eventually fin¬ 
ished fourth in Delhi and 
Caprice went on to enhance 
his status by scoring a host of tries as the team 
won the World Series event in Dubai.
